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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-16 and 18-24 are pending. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-16 and 18-24 are rejected. 

3. Claims 4 and 17 were canceled along with the amendment filed on May 14, 2001. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3,5-16 and 1 8-24 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 1-3, 5-16 and 18-24 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being impatentable 
over Hu et al. in view of Sitter et al. Hu et al. teach that bisindolylmaleimide is a highly selective 
PKC inhibitor, (see abstract). Sitter et al. teach of a peritoneal dialysis fluid which contains D- 
glucose and a protein kinase C (PKC) inhibitor Ro 31-8220. Sitter et al. are silent to other 
inhibitors of PKC. Although Sitter et al. do not teach of other inhibitors of PKC it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to substitute one PKC inhibitor for another 
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since Sitter et al. are directed to the synthesis of prostaglandin Ej. The skilled artisan would have 
been motivated to substitute on PKC inhibitor, such as Ro 31-8220, for another PKC inhibitor, 
namely bisindolylmaleimide, because Hu et al. teach that bisindolylmaleimide is a highly selective 
PKC inhibitor.
